He 
was bitter at the city fathers, 
the school board and concluded 
with the opinion that "Dixon is a 
beautiful city on the outside but 
on the inside it is rotten."

Of the two letters, the latter was 


the most disturbing to us, because 
the writer was a young man who 
was expressing some honest view- 
points. Furthermore he attached to 
his letter a note that said that he 
wasn't going to reveal his name be- 
tause if "anyone ever gets a 
Chance to read this they will just 
$ay, 'Oh, he is just a young punk 
who doesn't know what's going 
on.' " 


I am sure the writer is young 


because he speaks of just return- 
ing from the service where he un- 
doubtedly saw a great deal of the 
world around him.

To the young man (and we'll 


not call him "a punk" because 
his viewpoints should be regard- 
ed seriously) we'll say that he's 
not the first to become dissatis- 
fied with the old hometown. 
There's scarcely a man alive 
who at one time or another didn't 
ridicule the community of his 
birth and rail against the slow 
progress toward what he thinks 
would be the ideal community 
situation. 
I'm a living example. I was 


born in a town named Depue. 
Young man, can you imagine what 
the small-fry in surrounding com- 
munities could do with a name 
like that? I think every hometown 
kid of my age bore, and still bears, 
the stigma of being a native of 
that town. 
Only under cross-ex- 


amination could we be persuaded 
to acknowledge to our out-of-town 
kid pals that we came from there. 
"Depue?" they would query. Then 
would follow a nose-holding routine 
we had come to expect. 


Now Depue was a French 


name, attached to the town be- 
cause an early-French explorer 
happened to land there in a tour 
up the Illinois. A rather interest- 
ing background, you must admit, 
but I believe the kids of my town 
hated the entire French nation 
for sending this wanderer our 
way. 
So you see, young man. home- 


town phobias can anse in many 
ways. It may be a police arrest, 
an unfortunate experience in high 
school, an incident in early life as 
I have described. 


I now return occasionally to 


Depue (that horrid name!) and 
never cease to marvel at certain 
aspects of its community life. It's 
a whole panorama of a social 
study. 


"Young man. I offer no rnre 


for your ailment. But I caution 
you to reserve judgment on jour 
hometown. It'll be a source of 
great delight to you some day— 
when you discover it:

Arms Will Fall 
Into Red Hands 


HANOI, Indochina (IP) — 


Vietminh legions tightened 
their pincers on Hanoi today 
but the war capital's French 
defenders claimed they had 
beaten back an attack by 3,- 
000 rebels only 20 miles from 
the city and killed at least 
300 of the 
Communist-led 


force. 


The French said they repulsed 


the attack on three French Union 
posts south of Hanoi 
after 
five 


hours of bitter fighting Sunday. 


The French admitted their own 


losses were 
"appreciable" 
but 


gave no figures. 


Other rebel units surged in from 


the northeast and northwest lo 
strike at French outposts 25 miles 
above the imperiled city. 


Report Clashes 


Clashes were reported Sunday at 


scoies of points as the Vietminh 
kept up their pressure. 


So busy were the French trying 


to hold their shrunken Red Rivet 
delta defenses that they were un- 
able to spar* planes for more than 
token harassment of the long truck 
convoys rumbling south from the 
Red China frontier. 


French reconnaissance pilots re- 


port'that Red China is funneling 
more supplies into northern Indo- 
china than she did in the days be- 
fore the fall of the French bastion 
of Dien Bien Phu. 


No Spare IMiines 


But a French btiefing officer de- 


clared,- "We do not have the planes 
to spare for more than harassment 
attacks against the Red supply 
convoys." 


'•It is more important now," he 


said, "that we 
bomb Vietminh 


guezrilla bases inside the delta." 


Sunday French warplanes rained 


nearly 150 tons of bombs on i-ebel 
bases inside the delta defenses, 
some of them less than 20 miles 
from Hanoi. 


French 
officials, 
meanwhile 


sought to allay fears voiced by 
U. S congressmen that American- 
supplied arms might fall into Com- 
munist hands should thete be a 
last-minute pullbacK from Hanoi.

Here's a question that has never 


before been put to this column.

"Our oldest child, a daughter, 


graduates from 
high 
school in 


June. She would like very much 
to go to college. 


"We could manage, by careful 


planning:, to pay for the bare nec- 
essities, such as tuition, board and 
room, books etc. 


"But 
we can't possibly give 


her the spending money, the good 
looking clothes, etc, that I am sure 
most of the girls will have. 
- "We certainly couldn't afford to 
let her join a sorority—though that 
"seems to be about all the girls in 
her class at high school are talk- 
ing about these days. 


"I keep wondering if under the 


circumstances we shouldn't en- 
courage her to get a job instead 
of going to college. I don't want 
her to be unhappy in a situation 
where she doesn't have as much 
as the other girls have." 
Looking Ahead Is Important

By all means, encouiage your 


daughter to see that the important 
thing about going to college is not 
to be "somebody" on the campus, 
but to prepare herself for all the 
years of living that come after 
college.

The 31—billion-dollar foreign aid bill: the farm bill; the 


wire-tapping bill; and the social security bill. 


The house has passed the foreign aid bill. The Senate 


hasn't voted yet. But it seems pretty sure Eisenhower will 
-get a sizable chunk of the 3'-j billion dollars he asked.

Eisenhower won a victory, not yet complete, when the 


'House appioved the farm bill with recognition of the princi- 
ple that there should be a sliding scale—82'^ to 90 per cent 
;pf parity—on farm price supports for basic products. Sup- 


• ports have been at 90 per cent for years. It's uncertain 
',whether the Senate, when it votes, will go along.. 


The White House wanted a law permitting use of wire- 


Itapped information in trials of subversives. The House voted 
'for such a bill, in modified form. The Senate may not.

The House pleased Eisenhower by approving a bill to 


widen the social security program, bringing under its cover- 
age up to 10 million more people. The Senate seems likely to 
go along. 


What Eisenhower asked for and hasn't got so far: 


~ Reinsurance on private health insurance; statehood for 


Hawaii; revision of the Taft-Hartley Act; a constitutional 
^amendment permitting 18-year-olds to vote; and revision 
of the Atomic Energy "Act to permit this government to 
~tve allies more atomic information.
